Petition tops 1,000 


Mr. Roger Iddings reported 
Tuesday at supper time that 
over 1,000 signatures had 
been collected on the petition 
for a plebiscite on the Rec 
Complex money bylaw, and 
that final tabulation would be 
completed after Tuesday 
night's calls, so that the 
petition could be handed in 
at Town Hall today. A 
minimum of 635 signatures is 
required for the plebiscite.

along with the matter of 
annexation and the contro- 
versial recreation complex. 
The town could add the 
shopping complex and the 
east industrial area as well as 
the $2.9 million for the 
recreation complex in terms 
of capital projections over the 
next five years for the town 
or ‘‘city’’ of St. Albert, 
rejoined Mayor Plain. 
Councillor Barry Breadner 
expressed sympathy for 
Coun, Throndson’s point of 


view, but he felt that the 
financial implications had 
been laid out. The town must 
proceed with the action and 
the proper applications to the 
government, he added. 

Councillor Myrna Fyfe 
pointed out that with the 
application for city status, St. 
Albert would not be losing 
out historically as Alberta's 
oldest settlement. 
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A recent meeting with the 
Minister of Housing Bill 
Yurko has convinced the 
seniors to go for the lodge 
type of accommodation, but 
the minister has promised 
that they will still be able to 
go for the self-contained 
units at a later date. 

The seniors had spent one 
hour with the minister, along 
with Mayor of St. Albert Dick 
Plain, St. Albert MLA Ernie 
Jamison and Dr. Bill Cuts 
where they explained their 
accommodation needs back- 
ed up with 1700 signatures. 

The minister pointed out 
that the request for self-con- 
tained units has to compete 
with applications for 2,400 
units in the province some of 
which were applied for as far 
back as 10 years ago. 

Only 800 units will be 
approved in each of the next 
three years so approval for 
self-contained units in St. 
Albert may take one, two or 
three years. 

A survey done November 
30th by Dr. Cuts shows that 


contained units there would 
be a yearly differential of 
$1,000 in the rental rate. 

Mayor Plain said that from 
information presented to him 
by the MLA, a lodge type 
facility had been indicated by 
seniors two years ago. 

Councillor Margaret Smith 
wanted more information on 
the lodge before she could 
give it her approval and 
pointed out that people 
would be sharing rooms in 
the lodge, not the case in the 
self-contained units. 

She said that the town 
must still press for self- 
contained units feeling that a 
lodge might jeopardize this 
kind of development. But 
Mayor Plain indicated that 
the minister had given ass- 
urance that the self-con- 
tained units could follow the 
lodge development. However 
he said that he wanted that 
statement on official record. 
St. Albert seniors are in

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The postal strike is over, 
but the Candlelight Card 
Shoppe in Grandin Shoppers 
Park will not fully recover the 
loss of Christmas sales it 
suffered. Mrs. Jean Vanden- 
berg, co-owner with: her 
husband Ralph, said the last 
two weeks of November and 
first week of December are 
when the shop usually sells a 
high volume of boxed cards. 
It was still able to sell gift 
wraps, ornaments and de- 
corations related to Christ- 
mas during the strike, she 
said, but had sold only about 
five per cent of its greeting 
cards. 

‘If the strike continued 
after December S,’’ Mrs.

‘Usually we don’t 
have enough after the holi- 
day to put back on the shelf 
at half-price.”’

$20,000 worth of business 
rather than see the govern- 
ment give into the wage 
demands of Canadian Union 
Postal Workers.

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Local hospital expansion se 


It looks as if the Sturgeon 
General Hospital is going to 
have to expand if it isn’t 
going to burst at the seams. 

Although not in so many 
words, that was the theme of 
the monthly meeting of the 
Sturgeon General Hospital 
District #100, November 26. 

And little official business 
was transacted at the meet- 
ing because only four board 
members were in attendance 
out of a possible eight. The 
board needs a quorum of five 
if official business is to be 
done. 

Board members have been 
given a copy of a 101 page 
presentation on the expan- 
sion foreseen at the hospital 
over the next 10 years split 
into five year stages. Be- 
cause this is still in the 
conceptual stage, there are 
no estimates as yet on the 
costs of construction. 

Hospital administrator Cl- 
iff Keyes explained that the 
expansion is pretty compre- 
hensive based oi the in- 
creased use of facilities over 
the next 10 year period. 

The expansion submission 
will go to the Alberta 
Hospital Services Commis- 
sion and covers better 
laboratory facilities, phar- 
macy, emergency room day 
care equipment, as well as 
expansion of out-patient sur- 
gery and medical care, x-ray, 
physiotherdpy and_ respira- 
tory therapy. 

The executive committee 
of the AHSC will review the 
presentation before it goes 
on to the Health Minister 
Gordon Miniely.

Dr. R. Narang, chief of the 
division of Rehabilitation 
medicine giving his report to 
the board said that he would 
like to see a chronic chest 
patient program developed. 

A gymnasium for physio- 
therapy patients was also 
requested along with a 
request for a reduction in the 
number of physiotherapy 
patients currently up to 30 a 
day. 

One really bright spot at 
the Sturgeon General Hosp- 
ital, which is suffering from 
over-utilization of space, is 
that the staff-turnover am- 


ong nursing personnel is 
down 50 per cent from last 
year. 

Mr. Keyes said that this is 
better than the rate for most 
city hospitals and puts it 
down to a ‘‘good relationship 
with our people.”’ 

Most nursing staff seem to 
leave because husbands are 
transferred to other jobs or 
married nurses are pregnant.

Lawrence Kluthe said Friday 
there were valid reasons why 
the MD refused the applica- 
tion by developers Ken 
Richardson and Bill Stewart. 
One is that the area slated for 
e development has been 
Foned as isolated country 
residential and Mr. Kluthe 
said that there are probably a 
number of places where the 
development could relocate. 

Before the MD met last 
Thursday for its regular 
development meeting, a pe- 
tition with 13 signatures 
spearheaded by hog operator 
Reg. Nelsen was presented 
toan executive meeting of 
the MD, November 24. 

The petition outlined a 
number of objections to the 
proposed development, the 
main one voiced was that it 
would be an additional bur- 
den to ratepayers due to new 
school construction required 
to accommodate an increase 
in students.

Are people 
pollution? 


These days we are always hearing how tight 
accommodation is and it is always good to hear that there 
are still people around who try to ease the situation with 
more residential developments. 

Just this last week at the regular development meeting of 
the MD of Sturgeon two local developers presented their 
plan for a 2400 resident trailer park two miles west of 


Developer Ken Richardson said that he’d been getting 
calls from people who want to locate in the park from as far 
away as Calgary. Also he pointed out that his park would be 
aself-contained unit with its own churches, recreation 
facilities and room for schools to take in the extra student 


Anyway, the development was axed by the MD of 
Sturgeon, who a few days before had looked over a petition 
from several residents, one a hog operator, who were 
ainst the development locating near them. 

In many cases the petition put up some good arguments 
why the development should possibly go elsewhere. 
However it was ambiguous in one area to the point of being 


The petition mentioned that high density urban 
development would create ‘population pollution.” Here it 
was probably meant that with the coming of the 2400 new 
residents there would be all the attendant problems 
associated in having to with extra human waste. 

That is fair aan but the phrase population pollution 
does have a sinister ring to it equating people with dirt in 
pollution.’’ While care must be

thinking that more human resources are not an asset.
